“The Cincinnati convention was like 
the councils of the lieutenant of the 
Macedonian chieftain, when he surren- 
dered his crown to debauchery and left 
them to struggle for the  succes- 
sion. There’ were those who 
had been obedient to despotism 
in all its moods and _ caprices, 
and Blaine and Morton and Conkling 
claimed the scepter, and they came 
hating each other, and each resolved 
to fall only with his rivals sharing bis 
discomfiture.

The Sioux are probably in better 
fighting condition to-day than any oth- 
er tribe of Indians in America. It is 
not going beyond the bounds of truth 
to say that they have long expected a 
conflict with the whites, and with mili- 
tary sagacity have ee themselves 
on a war footing. They own a tract of 
country between the Missouri river 
and the Union Pacific railroad nearly 
400 miles square. The Missouri above 
the the mouth of the Yellowstone, 
where it flows eastward from the moun- 
tains, may be said to form the northern 
boundary of the Sioux country. It 
would be hard to fix the western boun- 
dary as defined in the treaty, but one 
thing is certain, the warriors if defeat- 
ed on the plains, could take refuge in 
the mountains without danger of meet- 
ing a foe in that direction. They are in 
position to raid on the border settle- 
ments of Dakota and Nebraska, with 
little exposure to danger from pursuit. 

There are about five thousand etftec- 
tively armed and well mounted war- 
riors. Their weapons are chiefly Win- 

‘hester mfles and needle-guns. Their 
upplies of ammunition are not very 
ia but with an Indian’s caution 
against throwing away shot, the supply 
is thought to be sufficient to last year. 
The Indian chiefs, notably Lone Wolf,

THE CALDWELL TELEGRAM. 


Tom Scott Attempts to Tell What he 
Knows About It. 


Telegram to the Constitution. 


_ Wasuineton, June 22.—The follow- 
ing was received here: 


PHILADELPHIA, June 20. 


Hon. Proctor Knott, Chairman of the 
Committee on Judiciary, House of 
Representatives, Washington: 

My Dear Sir: I see by the papers 
this morning that numerous cables are 
published relative to a certain cable 
from Josiah Caldwell to your commit- 
tee. I believe it my duty to send here- 
with enclosed a letter received from 
Caldwell yesterday, On this subject, 
and in regard to the cable sent to Cald- 
well from Philadelphia, suggesting the 
message to you, I think it due my- 
self to say that I have no possible con- 
nection with any message to or from 
Caldwell, except acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of the following cable from him: 

“LONDON, May 31.—Your statement to the 
congressional committee on the 16th, relating 
to Fort Smith railroad bonds which you pur- 
chased of me, is perfectly correct. I can more 
fully substantiate if necessary.”’ 

To which, after its verification 
through the telegraph, I responded, 
simply acknowledging the receipt in 
the following words : 

“Thanks for your cable confirming ali my 
statements.’’ 

On the day I received the above ca- 
ble from Caldwell, a young man whom 
I had never seen before, called at my 
office representing himself as secretary 
to Caldwell. He stated tnat he wanted to 
send a cable to London suggesting that 
Caldwell telegraph to the judiciary 
committee of the house his knowledge 
in regard to the Fort Smith bond trans- 
action, as he knew he could, and asked 
me whether I would not give him the 
means toforwardit. This I declined tu 
do, stating that my own testi- 
mony had given _ all the 
facts in the cases and that I 
could have nothing to do withany such 
matter as he proposed. I then informed 
him that I had received a cable from 
Caldwell that morning, which was 
quite satisfactury to me. All state- 
ments to the effect that I either paid or 
guaranteed pay to any telegraph com- 
pany for the cable to you, or its con- 
tents, are unqualifiedly false. As soon 
as saw the statement 
in the paper, purporting to be made 
by Mr. Hewitt, of New York, that he 
had spent several days preparing in- 
terrogatories to the telegraph compa- 
nies with a view to getting information 
tor your committee on this subject, I 
immediately wrote to the officers of 
both telegraph companies to furnish 
your committee with copies of any tel- 
egrams passing between Caldwell and 
myself. My desire has been togive 
your committee the tullest information 
in my er ta in regard to this subject, 
and I believe that I have done so.

—Gainesville Eagle: In Towns coun- 
ty wheat crops were never so promis- 
ingas now. Rust has appeared on the 
blade, but has not as yet affected the 
stalk. Corn iooks well and farmers are 
generaliy through the weeds. 


—Summerville Gazette: In some sec- 
tions of Chattooga couaty the rust is 
striking the oat crops. The bee crop 
this season is almost an entire failure, 
and the result is, honey is very scarce. 
Some of our citizens have made an en- 
tire tailure in their wheat crop. Havy- 
ing rusted to such an extent it fell 
down, so as not to be worth harvesting 

—In Walker county the farmers are 
very backward with their crops. Corn 
is small, cotton tolerably good, but 
wheat is very uk! | ; 80me do not pre- 
tend to cut it atall. 


—Ringgold Courier: Col. Zeke Gra- 
ham, of Dade, was in town on Wednes- 
day. He says the general wheat crop 
in Dade will be light; the oat crop 
will be good. 

—Cedartown Record: What wheat 
has been threshed in this section is- 
very poor—four or five bushels to the 
acre. Oats are fine. 

—Franklin News: The wheat crop is 
being ranidly threshed out; yield is not 
so good as was thought atone time, 
though it is believed that it’will not sell 
formore than seventy-five cents per 
bushel. 

---Augusta Chronicle: In Warren 
county the crops are looking well, there 
is an increase of acreage in corn, and 
the present prospect for a good vield is 
flattering. A good share of cotton is 
looking well. The present rainy spell 
will cause many farmers to suffer with 
grass. I discover some signs of lice in 
cotton, but to no great extent. There 
bas been a fine crop of wheat and oats 
harvested in the county, and most of 
shocked in the fields. 

—Francis F. Juhan, of Lawrenceville, 
writes tothe ConsTiITuTION: The wheat 
crop in Gwinnett will not average more 
than one tourth of a full erop. Fall 
oats are good but badly fallen down. 
Spring oats are poor, and are likely to 
be injuried by rest. From two grains 
of the large white oat sown in October, 
Mr. Juhan raised 10,300 grains.

He is well aware that it lies in no 
man’s mouth who seeks the nomination 
to the presidency to refuse the next 
highest honor, when the voice of the 
party upon whose choice he relies 
speaks in favor of an arrangement 
promising surer favorable results than 
his aspirations would have dictated. 
We cannot see that the vice-presidency 
is an honor to be refused by any one 
upon whom the party might desire to 
confer it. If there is a man who would 
refuse it, in the absence of getting the 
higher romination, he should be 
known forhe is not patriot or states- 
man enough to occupy with good re- 
sults the chief magistracy of the union. 

Knowing Gov. Hendricks as we do, 
and being satisfied of his purity of 
motives, patriotic regard for the inter-

the public affairs—we feel satisfied that 
he will not prove unequal to the grace 
and generosity of the emergency here 
alluded to as possible. When he learns 
that the party prefer him in the second 
place, that the methods of success lie 
in such a ticket, so arranged, and that 
to refuse his appointed part would dis- 
turb the plan of the great battle, we are 
certain he will bow in patriotic seli- 
abnegation. g.

In nearly every southern 
state he has admirers who urge him 
vigorously, and in Virginia, Maryland, 
Texasand Louisiana his name begins 
to overshadow all otherz. He has 
been very handsomely endorsed, also, 
by leading journals and democratic in- 
fluences in the north and east. The 
idea upon which his name is thus 
brought forward is not one of compro- 
mise but ofcertain union and harmony 
of democratic sentiment. 

Since the New York convention of 
1868, Gen. Hancock has been a “favor- 
ite son” with a large section of the 
democratic party. It has been justly 
claimed for him that he contains with- 
in himself all the best claims of soldier 
and statesman combined. But he has 
held himself so scrupulously aloof from 
political movements as to induce a be- 
lief of his indifference to public station. 
_His chief triumphs, too, have been in 
the field of the soldier and the line of 
democratic action has been against the 
idea that military men of so ever great 
genius do not make the best 
civic rulers. These things have 
kept him in the back ground. 
Whatever virtue there has been in 
such feelings they seem now to be un- 
dergoing a,rapid change. It isnow cluim- 
ed that his nomination at Baltimore in 
1872 would have been the signal for vic- 
tory and the country would have been 
spared the past four years of continued 
radical misrule. So thought the great 
statesman, Andrew Johnson, at the 
time and we believe we state his advice 
correctly when we refer to the fact that 
upon the very day of the wmeet- 
ing of the Baltimore  conven- 
tion he said in reference to a 
telegram from the Tennessee dele 
gates that the convention should 
nominate Hancock or Hendricks.” He 
thought then and always after that 
Hancock could have won the victory 
in that memorable campaign.

We are ready to endorse all that is 
personally claimed for General Han- 
cock, but upon the main fact 
of his strength as the candidate 
promising the surest success this fall, 
we cannot agree. While itis true that 
he has uttered much that is statesman- 
like and patriotic, that he is aman 
whose record would cut short the mis- 
sion of the “bloody shirt” politicians, 
and that he is _ acceptable to 
the party both in the north and the 
south, yet we believe in looking our 
prospects squarely in the face and pre- 
paring the greatest means possible to 
win victory in November. 

Hancock is a soldier, and in that he 
will antagonize the very central idea 
which has characterized some of the 
strongest arguments made by the 
denocracy: against the present occu- 
pant of the presidency. His ability to 
command any large share of the sol- 
dier vote of the north, will be greatly 
couriter-balanced by the fact that his 
greatest strength in convention would 
come from the southern . vote. 
That Hancock opposed in 
Louisiana ~ and Texas the 
uaurpations of the reconstruction 
congress,and announced his purpose 
to place the rights of the people in no

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jeopardy from the encroachments of 
the military power will operate to keep 
from nearly ali the support which his 
union services shovld command. He 
has no civil record which could either 
furnish a guarantee of adherence to the 
principles in our platform, or which 
could promise to the country any great 
er relief and reform than that offered 
by other candidates. The administra- 
tive reform now demanded by the peo- 
ple would come to the complex- 
ion of a possible policy upon 
the part of a tyro in the 
affairs and methods of government.

citizens to vote. 

Another section of the bill provider 

the maximum compensation of mar- 
shals shall not exceed $1,500 dollars a 
year,and that hereafter no mileage 
shall be allowed to any marshal, but 
they shall receive only their actual ex- 
penses, and the allowance to deputies 
shall not exceed five dollars per day.

Sixty days ago Gov. Smith issued his 
proclamation inviting bids for the lease of the 
Georgia penitentiary under the act of the last 


genecralassembly, p oviding for'the leasing for 
not fess than twenty years. Although it was 
generaily kuown that such alease as the law 
provided would be immensely profitable to 
those who should secare it, yet there were but 
three companies who putin bids for any cone 
siderable poriion of the penitentiary. These 
companies were, first, the Dade coal ge | 
engaged in mining in Dade county, Ga. & con 

a company composed of Messrs Grant, Colone 

Simpson, of Wilkes county, Major Murphy. of 
Harris county, and their associates. Third, a 
company of planters from Southwest Georgia, 
composed of Messrs Lockett & Jordan, W. B 

Lowe and their associates. 

Their bide were allin on the 15th inst, but 
the governor declined to accept either, because 

he was atalossto decide which was best for 
the stave, and further because he believed 
all of them were at too low a figure 
—the highest being $440,000 for the whole peni- 
tentiary for the twenty years; and the highest 
for one half of the penitentiary for the twenty 
years being $237,500. The governor thought the 
whole worth for the twenty yearsat least haif a 
million of dollars and rei used to let ii go for less, 
He notified all the bidders of his decision, aud 
the final result was as follows: The Dade coal 
compgny took 300 long term men, and the other 
two companies divide the remainder betweca 
them; but the state is to secure from each under 
a heavy bond, the pro rata proportion ofthe an- 
nual payment of $25,000, ur half a milion in the 
twenty yerrs, 

The state is certainly to be congratulated on 
hav'ng this institution disposed of for the next 
twenty. years, placed in the hantis of some of 
the best citizens of the sta:e. And while the 
bidders have doubtless one of the most poame- 
ble contracts ever awarded in thetatate, the§gov- 
ernor has secured for the state a large reveaue 
instead of a tax of from $°0,A.0 to $100 000 per 
annum, as wes the case before the present plan 
of leasing was adopted.
